3. Applicants of < ategorie D (b), (c) and (d) should support their applications 
with statements of their annual requirements duly certified by the State 
Director of Industries, or the Textile Commissioner, and in the case of cate- 
gories (b) and (d), the certified statements should also refer to the number of 
looms employed. 

4. Applicants of category (e) should supply evidence in support of their past 
imports as indicated in the Commerce Ministry’s Public Notice dated February 
25th 1950 Licences however will not be granted to any applicant of this cate- 
gory who have not imported Art Silk Yarn to the value of Rs, 50,000- or more
